A ccount! from England continue to emphasize that the 
crisis there is as much social and moral as it, is economic and 
industrial. 
The British people, under their Socialistic Labor Party 
government, are committed to an experiment at trying to be­ 
come prosperous without exertion. It isn’t working. Their "ex* 
port or d ie" program has been a failure; they have not produced 
enough to keep themselves warm, clad and fed— let alone 
turned out a surplus for shipment abroad. 
G radually they are coming to grips with a restatement of 
their dilem m a: "w o rk or perish." 
But even the rigors of a heatless blizzard have not yet 
brought the nation to its senses. 
Production of coal declined 
rather than rose in the emergency. 
The fact that the miners 
actually worked through a Sunday was hailed as a great forward I 
step. 
But at the very same time, there were rumors of new 
strikes through the coal fields. 
One of the most realistic news accounts of the crisis is that 
of Michael L. Hoffm an, a correspondent of the New Y o rk Times. 
as published in that newspaper last M onday. 
Rounding up the situation on the scene, Mr. Hoffm an was 
bitterly pessimistic about the outlook. Said he: 


"Nothing but an early and profound change in the 
attitude of the British people toward the problem of nation­ 
al survival can prevent the present crisis from becoming a 
steady slide into conditions of poverty unknown in the 
western world in modern times." 
H e continued with the statement that "there is not the 
slightest doubt now that the country is faced with disaster" un­ 
less an almost fantastic program of boosting exports 40 per cent 
can be carried out. This export program would require some 
lines of industry to raise their output by two-thirds, since many 
other lines, such as textiles, coal, steel and food, cannot even 
keep abreast of home needs. 
I ertain elements in the situation form the basis for the 
1 pessimism of the correspondent.! One is that the nation is run­ 
ning at the moment solely on credit. H er own internal economy 
is far out of line, and getting progressively more topheavy. 
Moreover, the working people of England show all too 
clearly that they think "social gains" and "security" ought to
